Green material did not come on the market until mid 1943 and there after. 
Previously you had provided me with Johnson invoices from 1942 and 1943. 
Those invoices were probably Brand material. | wonder if | may impose on your 
goodwill and ask if you could send me any Johnson invoices from 1944-1947 
containing pioneer gold. My guess is these coins probably went to Smith & Son, 
R.Green, J.F. Bell, and Charles Williams. Any help you can provide to me would be 
greatly appreciated.

I received your November 20, 2013 letter and this will take a while to answer. 


Thank you for the enclosure listing the rarity Box No. 2. This is definitely from Armand Brand 
matters. 


When Mike Spurlock was quoted as indicating that the Colonel Green material did not come on 
the market until 1943 and thereafter, that is an error. I did not buy the Colonel Green material 


until April 1941. So I will have to look through the Johnson invoices from then and thereafter 
for pioneer gold. I will have to look for invoices from more than the four customers you 
mentioned. I wish the invoices were only to those whom you mentioned as the invoices are 
grouped to individual customers and by date.
